Mrs. Mitchell 
Condemns 
Fulbright 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


The Arkansas Gazette reported 
today 
that 
Martha 
Mitchell, 


wife 
of Atty. Gen. John N. 


Mitchell, called the paper early 
tMs morning and said it was a 
"damn shame" that Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright, 
D-Ark., had voted 


against confirmation of Judge 
G, Harrold Carswell. 


The call to the newspaper 


came at about 2 a.m. and an ac- 
count of it appeared in late 
Thursday morning editions. 


This is how the conversation 


went, according to the newspa- 
per story, 


Mrs. Mitchell said Fulbright's 


vote on the Supreme Court nom- 
ination was "crucial for Arkan- 
sas" and for the nation, saying 
Fulbright could have "swayed" 
other votes to the extent that 
Carswell would have been con- 
firmed. He lost, 51-45. 


"It makes me so damn mad I 


can't stand it," Mrs. Mitchell 
was 
quoted as saying. "He 


could have done a great deal for 
the whole vote." 


Mrs. Mitchell, a native of 


Pine Bluff,' said Arkansas is her 
home state and that "Mr. Ful- 
bright does not represent the 
state." 


"I want you (the Gazette) to 


crucify Fulbright and that's it," 
Mrs. Mitchell said. 


Mrs. Mitchell told the Ga- 


zette, the largest daily newspa- 
per in the state, that she had 
just talked to "three or four 
people" from Arkansas who are 
"very influential" and they said 
"they would disown" Fulbright. 


She refused to comment on 


how her husband felt about the 
vote. 


"I don't know how my hus- 


band feels about it because I am 
the one most interested," she 
said. 


Mrs. Mitchell, who said she 


was very upset by Fulbright's 
vote, said, "He is not represent- 
ing the people of Arkansas. I 
love Arkansas and I want every- 
thing possible for mystate." 


She said her husband has told 


her 
that he learned that Ful- 


bright has said he will not run 
for re-election and this probably 
played a part in his decision to 
vote against Carswell. 


Fulbright, 
chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, has not said publicly 
whether he will seek re-election. 


There was no official com- 


ment from the Justice Depart- 
ment today about the call. How- 
ever department sources said 
there was no doubt that the call- 
er had indeed been the wife of 
the attorney general. 


Fulbright 
could 
not 
be 


reached in Washington but his 
press aide, Hoyt Purvis, said 
the senator declined 
to com' 


ment, at least for the time 
being. 


The report that the senator 


will not seek re-election is "idle 
gossip, pure speculation," Purv» 
is saH. 


He added that about 300 tele* 


grams, including about 100 from 
Arkansas, had been received 
since Fulbright voted against 
Carswell. 


"I would say that a substan- 


tial majority side with Cars* 
well," Purvis said. "Therewere 
a few against him, but most of 
them opposed the senator's posi* 
tion."

Issues About 
Your Social 
Security 


By KEN HARGtS 


If you have any questions re- 


garding social security, I in* 
vile your letters. Just send them

QUESTION! 1 am 64 years old 


and have never worked under so* 
cial security. Will 1 have to wait 
until my husband starts his so- 
cial security before I can draw 
on his record? 


ANSWER: Yes. A wife who has 


no work Under social security 
can not qualitfy for benefits un- 
til her husband does. 


QUESTION: I will soon be age 


65. I intend to continue working 
and I understand that I cannot 
receive social security. Why is 
that? 


ANSWER: The law was Intend- 


ed to partially replace earnings 
which are reduced or cut off 
by retirement, disability, or 
death. One who chooses to con- 
tinue to work and earn substan- 
tial income, has not suffered 
the loss against which he is in- 
sured, therefore no payments 
can be paid until earnings are 
reduced, or until you reach age 
72, at which time social security 
becomes an annuity. 


QUESTION: Has any consider- 


ation been given toward reducing 
the age (now 72) at which benefits 
can be paid without regard to the 
amount earned? 


ANSWER: Yes, the question 


has been carefully studied. If 
benefits should be paid to all 
workers upon the attainment 
of age 65, total benefit payments 
would increase by approximate- 
ly $2 billion dollars a year to 
about 2 million unretired work- 
ers. Under the present plan of 
financing retirement insurance 
by payroll taxes, that would mean 
that all workers would have to 
pay higher taxes to support pay- 
ments to relatively few who would 
have full employment and bene- 
fits .too under your proposal. 


QtfESTIOifc'Will I have to com- 


pletely retire to receive any 
benefits at age 65? 


ANSWER: No a beneficiary 


may earn as much as $1680 a 
year and still receive full bene- 
fits. As scheduled in the law, 
some benefits can often be paid 
when earnings are higher. Also, 
please bear In mind that we are 
speaking here 
of EARNINGS 


only. Other income such as in- 
terest, dividends, rent, pension, 
or royalties do not affect the 
payment of benefits at all. 


, 
QUESTION: Will my earnings 


affect my wife's benefits too? 


ANSWER: The payment of be- 


nefits to members of the work- 
er's family on his record are 
subject to deductions if the work- 
er exceeds the permitted amount 
of earnings. However, if the 
wife's benefits are payable on 
her own record, her husband's 
earnings would not affect her 
right to payments, 


Thinks Eating 
Out Cheaper 
in Long Run 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


Prof. John M. Welch of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri thinks the 
feminists have been right all 
along: a woman's place isn't in 
the home. Her time is worth 
more than she saves slaving in 
the kitchen. 


"Take the cost of food in a 


restaurant and subtract from it 
the cost of buying and operating 
kitchen equipment and the cost 
of food," he said Tuesday.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Take All Precautions 
Against X-ray Radiation 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q-—I am an X-ray techni- 


cian and I am five months 
pregnant. I am not directly 
exposed to X rays but could 
the radiation emitted 
into 


the room affect my unborn 
baby? 
W h a t precautions 


should I take? 


A—It is the responsibility 


of the radiologist in charge 
to protect his technicians. 
You should wear a radiation 
film badge. When it is de- 
veloped at the end of each 
day it indicates the amount 
of radiation received. If this 
approaches a d a n g e r o u s 
level, 
you 
should be 
re- 


moved from the area for a 
few days. An even better 
precaution, especially for a 
pregnant w o m a n , is the 
w e a r i n g of a lead-lined 
apron, 


Q—If a person has a gas- 


trointestinal X-ray series, is 
it safe to have another four 
months later? Is it safe to 
h a v e a chest X ray two 
weeks after the GI series? 


A — Great advances have 


been made in the safe use 
of diagnostic X rays and the 
length of time required for 
such exposures has been 
greatly reduced. Your doc- 
tor weighs the known haz- 
ards against the benefits of 
an early and accurate diag- 
nosis. Although unnecessary 
exposures should never be 
made, the exposures 
you 


mention are considered safe, 


Q_Could an overdose of 


X ray cause thinning of the 


bones and damage the white 
blood cells? 


A—An overdose of radia- 


tion will not thin your bones 
but it could lower your while 
blood cell count. This would 
occur, however, only as a 
result of a massive dose far 
greater than any you are 
likely to encounter in a hos- 
pital or X-ray laboratory. 


Q—Why do doctors refuse 


to show patients the results 
of 
X-ray examinations of 


their internal organs? 


A—There is no set policy 


on this. Some doctors are 
too busy to try to explain to 
a layman what takes years

of study to learn but there 
are many others who are 
glad to show you your films 
and explain the important 
findings in simple language. 
After all, the word doctor 
means teacher. 


Q—What are the side ef- 


fects of Ornade? 


A — This drug, given for 


hay fever and allergic rhini- 
tis, should not be taken by 
anyone who has high blood 
pressure, an overactive thy- 
roid or coronary heart dis- 
ease. It may cause drowsi- 
ness, dry mouth, 
nervous 


tension or insomnia.

The House Select Committee 


on Crim<2 said marijuana traffic 
"plays a major role in leading 
increasing 
numbers of young 


americans into tragic drug de- 
pendence and into lives of crime 
and degradation." 


But the panel's report, pre- 


pared for release today, called 
the present stiff and unevenly 
enforced penalties for posses- 
sion of marijuana a threat to re- 
spect for law in general. 


"The growing drug culture," 


said Chairman Claude Pepper, 
D-Fla., "is rapidly undermining 
respect for law and is doing se- 
rious damage to the ability of 
the crimiinal justice system to 
safeguard the lives and proper- 
ty of the American people." 


"Savagely repressive and pu- 


nitive laws cannot be defended 
as a solution to the marijuana 
problem," the 120-page report 
said. 


It blamed marijuana arrests 


for a 322 per cent increase inall 
drug arrests from 1960 to 1968, 
when 167,177 persons were ar- 
rested, including 43,200 under 18 
and 6,243 under 15. 


But the report said supposedly 


documented reports that thou- 
sands of young people arrested 
for simple possession of mari- 
juana have been jailed "are not 
true" and that the committee 
found judges seldom jail young 
people even for selling the drug.

The effect upon the national 


political field remains to be 
seen-but Dr. Leflar's letter has 
unquestionably 
damaged 
the 


chances for ratification of the 
proposed constitution by Arkan- 
sas' voters. Here, just when we 
needed a solid vote to achieve 
a reform, the convention's head 
has brought about a disastrous 
division. 


You can forget the specific 


charges levelled against Judge 
Carswell, the principal one being 
that he once made a campaign 
speech tinged with racism. The 
Senate denied him confirmation 
allegedly because of this— but 
an earlier Senate confirmed Jus- 
tice Hugo Black despite his ad- 
mitted membership in the 
Klu 


Klux Klaii. 


The charges had little to do 


with Carswell's rejection. He 
was turned down because so- 
called literals still control the 
Senate^ and tl^4ltwrals were 
determined to prevent President 
Nixon from carrying "Out his 1968 
campaign pledge to restore Judi- 
cial 
balance to the Supreme 


Court. Any conservative nomi- 
nee would be in trouble— or al- 
most any.

here," said former draft direc* 
tor Lewis B. Hershey, now an 
adviser to the President, "but 
then 1 haven't had many people 
to help me." 


For 29 years Hershey directed 


thousands of workers whose ac- 
tivities affected the lives of tens 
of millions of Americans. Today 
his domain is two rooms inabig 
federal office building; his staff, 
one secretary. 


"I can show you around my 


whole place here in35seconds," 
he told an interviewer. 


The tone conveyed not bitter* 


ness but the self-mocking humor 
of a man who says his formula 
for 
happiness 
includes 
"an 


ounce of worry —but only if 
somebody else furnishes the ad- 
renalin." 


Despite growing criticism last 


year, Hershey had stuck to his 
guns as 
draft director until 


President Nixon finally "reas- 
signed" him effective last Feb. 
16. 


"It was Inevitable," Hershey 


said 
in the interview. "And 


there's 
always 
a 
question 


whether you wait the way 1 did 
too long. But I would felt I was 
running away. 


"I haven't allowed myself to 


regret it," he said of his reas- 
signment. "I enjoyed the damn 
turmoil 
I went through over 


there. But I don't think I ever 
wake up at night and miss it." 


And yet, after an Army ca- 


reer spanning 59 years, he said 
on his last day that he would 
miss 
having a command. At 


Selective Service he tried to 
know every headquarters em- 
ploye by name, and was repaid 
with unswerving loyalty. 


Since leaving Selective Serv- 


ice for the presidential advisory 
post, 
Hershey 
admitted, 
"I 


haven't worked a great deal. 


"I've been out on the hustings 


a bit making speeches. I've got 
more traveling ahead of m«?. 


"I do some reading," he said, 


pointing to a copy of the report 
by the President's commission 
on an all-volunteer Army. 


To read, Hershey must perch 


his chick glasses on his fore- 
head and hold the page about 
four Inches from his left eye. A 
1927 
polo accident blinded Ids 


right eye. 


"I write a memorandum or 


so," ,he continued, "but I don't 


< thininfil^i-e Walter of public*" 


discussion. I don't know if any- 
body reads them or not. I don't 
think you sit around and wait 
until somebody asks your ad- 
vice, 


"I attend a meeting now and 


then. I have seen some of the 
White House people, but I have 
rather religiously stayed away 
from the Selective Service." 


The phone rang and, after a 


brief conversation, Hershey re- 
called how as draft director he 
was deluged with calls from 
draft registrants and their fami- 
lies and friends. Congressmen 
would call, too, about defense 
matters and legislation. 


Now the phone doesn't ring as 


often. 


Another phone call was from 


an officer at the Pentagon—it 
had to do with providing Her- 
shey a chauffeured car. 


Yes, his pace is slower now, 


Hershey says, "but I see a lot of 
retired people who have less to 
hang on to than I have. I'm 76 
and some people think that's 
old, but I'm stiUactive." 


"I got a promotion out of it, 


whether I deserved it or not," 
he said with a chuckle, refer- 
ring to his new rank as full gen* 
eral, 


A few years ago Hershey said 


the one thing that scared him 
was "having nothing to do." 


So he is glad he's still got a 


job as Nixon's adviser on man- 
power mobilization. 


"I don't know whether I know 


how to be an adviser or not," he 
mused, "but I think an adviser 
should give his boss the best 
he's got. You don't just tell the 
boss the best things, You've got 
a 
responsibility 
to tell him 


things you don't think he ought 
to do." 


That role may well place him 


at odds with his successor, Cur' 
tis W. Tarr, who says he wants 
to see draft regulations applied 
more uniformly throughout the 
nation, 
Hershey always has been and 


still is against centralizing au- 
thority. 
"I still feel it's best, "he said, 


"if you give people responsibiU* 
ty and let them do it. You have 
to be careful that administra* 
tion doesn't turn into rned» 
dling." 


HersJiey said he offers opi? 


nions oo such subjects as the 
volunteer Army, student defer* 
meats, and the forthcoming Sen- 
ate hearing on revision of the 
draft law.

Governor 
Keeps Plans 
to Himself 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Winthrop 
Rockefeller 
told 
a 


news 
conference 
Wednesday 


that lie was not yet ready to 
say whether he will run for a 
third term. 


Rockefeller said he would re- 


veal his plans at a time of lu's 
own choosing but declined to in* 
dicate when that might be. 


The governor said, however, 


that he is giving serious con- 
sideration to the question of 
whether it would be in the best 
interest of the state and the Re- 
publican party for him to run 
again. 


Rockefeller said that in the 


last three weeks "certain things 
came to my attention that made 
me realize it would be a mis- 
take for me to take a position 
at this time" on seeking a third 
term. 


Rockefeller said before his 


election in 1966 that he would 
not 
run for more than two 


terms. 
He admitted recently 


that he was "obviously naive" 
in making the statement. 


"I am giving serious thought 


to the fact that, that which I 
promised (he people in 1964, 
1966 
and 1968 I have not been 


able to accomplish, and if it is 
in the best interest of Arkansas 
and 
the Republican party it 


seems appropriate that I run 
for office a third term," Rock- 
efeller 
said. "I am giving it 


serious consideration." 


Rockefeller 
was elected to 


the first of two terms in 1966 
after 
running unsuccessfully 


against former Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus in 1964. 


The governor told newsmen 


he might go on television to an- 
nounce Ms decision, adding, "I 
will not dribble it out. It will 
be emphatic and strong." 


Rockefeller said the possibil- 


ity that he would seek a third 
term was the first time he had 
"equivocated or deviated" from 
his position of beliefs. 


Rockefeller 
said many Re- 


publicans, including state Rep. 
George 
Nowotny Jr. 
of Fort 


Smith, 
are 
"prepared 
and 


qualified" to succeed him in the 
governor's office. 


Nowotny, who has announced 


for 
the GOP nomination, said 


recently that he did not believe 
Rockefeller 
would run again. 


The governor called the state-

Rockefeller said last month's

the Senate after surviving a 
move to trim the $2,5 billion

lion's first postal strike, the 
general pay raise bill was ap- 
proved 84 to 1 Wednesday and 
sent to the House despite at« 
tacks that it is fiscally irrespon- 
sible,

raises to postal workers and the 
military, bar congressional em* 
ployes from pay hikes and sub- 
stitute a $400 cash raise for the 
across-the-board formula went 
down to defeat, 


The final vote, with only Sen. 


Allen Ellender, D-La,, dissent- 
ing, did not reflect the anger of 
some senators. 


"You're going to continue to 


pay the people who violated the 
law by striking and you're going 
to reward 
them with a pay 


raise," declared Sen. Carl T. 
Curtis, R-Neb. 


"The simple fact 
is 
that 


there's no money in the till to 
pay for this irresponsible ex- 
travagance. 
We 
haven't 
the 


courage to tax the people suffi- 
ciently to pay for even the day- 
to-day needs of this govern- 
ment." 


Curtis' amendment to strike 


all but postal and military per- 
sonnel from the bill failed by a 
heavy vote, as did Arkansas 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright's move to 
provide for a $400 cash raise. 
Curtis also lost on an amend- 
ment to remove legislative em- 
ployes from the bill. 


Sen. Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo., 


chairman 
of the Post Office 


Committee, urged against tamp- 
ering with the negotiated formu- 
la worked out by government 
and union negotiators. 


He and Sen. Hiram Fong of 


Hawaii, ranking GOP member 
of the committee, said Nixon

funds can be 'found to finance 
the measure. 


They said a vote approving 


,the 6 per cent increase was not 
a commitment to a subsequent 8 
per cent increase for postal em- 
ployes alone, postal reorganiza- 
tion o'r Nixon's bid to raise the 
TOrst-class stamp from six cents 
to a dime to pay for part of the 
^postal wage settlement. 


As it cleared the Senate, the 


bill also extends the G per cent 
raise to the employes of the 
House and Senate, to judges of 
the District of Columbia and to 
the five-man staffs of former 
Presidents Harry Truman and 
Lyndon B. Johnson.
